Sympathy With the Masses. 


"No other President has ever more 


deserved to have his life work charac- 
terized in Lincoln's words as being ca.r- 
ried on "with malice toward none, with 
charity toward ail." 


"Not merely was he in personal touch 


with farmer and town 
dweller, 
with 


capitalist and wngeworker, but he felt 
an intimate understanding of each, and 
therefore an intimate sympathy with 
each: and his consistent effort was to 
try to judge all by the same standard 
and to treat all with the same justice. 
Arrogance toward the work, and envious 
hatred of those well off, were equally 
abhorent to his just and gentle soul. 


Attitude to Be Taken. 


"Surely this attitude of his should be 


the attitude of all our people today. 
It 


would be a. cruel disa-stcr to this coun- 
try to permit ourselves to adopt an at- 
titude of hatred and envy toward suc- 
cess worthily won, toward wealth hon- 
csily acquired.

prosperity there is only one other thing 
as important as the discouragement of a 
spirit of envy and hostility toward.hon- 
est business men, toward honest men of 
means; this is the discouragement of dis- 
honest business men. the war upon the 
chicanery and wrongdoing which arc pe- 
culiarly rtpulsive, 
peculiarly 
noxious, 


when exhibited by men who have no. ex- 
cuse of want, of poTOrty, of ignprimce, 
far their crimes.

From the first step of the approach to 


the monument, to the actual top of the 
structure is 183 feet 6 inches, the maus- 
oleum itself being 98 feot & inches high 
above the summit of the mound. The 
top of the dome h»B an ocubis 15 fe.et 
in diameter through which comes a soft- 
en od light which adds greatly to the 
beauty of the interior. 


The mausoleum is 7S feet 9 inches in 


diameter. In the center of the floor be- 
neath the dome stand the sarcophagi 
containing the bodies of the President 
and Mrs, McKinley; and in niches on 
tlu- north side of the dome are. the cas- 
kets containing those of the two daugh- 
ters, Ida and Mary, who died in infancy. 


Heroic Bronze Figure. 


Huge doric columns are placed around 


the interior in such a manner as to ap- 
pear half buried in the sides of the 
building. The floor is of mosaie, marble 
having been brought from many states 
for the purpose. 


Half way down from the top of the 


125 granite steps that lead up to the 
main entrance on the south side of the 
mausoleum stands an heroic bronze fig- 
ure of President MeKinley representing 
him 
in the attitude usually 
assumed 


when speaking—his left hand holding a 
roll of manuscript, and the right, hand in 


is a bronze chair encircled with a wreath 
and draped with the flag of the United 
States. The bronze figure which is nine 
feet high, stands on a pedestal eighteen 
feet from the base to the feet of the tig- 


re. 


Praise for MeKinley. 


Upon the face of the pedestal of the 


statue these words arc inscribed: 


"William MeKinley, president of the 


United States, a statesman singularly 
gifted to unite, the discordant forces of 
government and mould the diverge pur- 
poses of men toward progressive and sal- 
utary action, a magistrate whose poise 
of judgment was tested and vindicated 
in a succession of national emergencies;

The freight train was standing on the 


main line when the passenger train, 
running at full speed, crashed into it. 
The caboose was crushed to bits. The. 
brakeman, John Xcrotsky of Green Bay, 
almost miraculously escaped with hia 
life. He was pinned in between the ca- 
boose and engine and held for half an 
hour before the train crew was able to 
extricate him. His left leg was crudhed 
to pulp and he was cut severely about 
the head and shoulders. 


Engineer J. P. Parkinson, immediately 


upon catching sight of the freight train 
ahead, threw the emergency brakes, and 
his action undoubtedly saved many lives, 
including his own and that of Zerotsky. 


The engineer was caught in the cngino 


,ab and scalded. His -hands were cock- 
ed, head and neck scalded and calves of 
legs hcorehod. He and Brakeman Ze- 
rotsky lie in the hospital here in a critir 
eal condition, both with bare chance of 
recovery. 


The death of Fireman RO'SB was par- 


ticularly terrible. He was caught in the 
cab in such a position that escape was 
impossible and the steam scalded him to 
an awful end. A oteam wrecking outfit 
from Milwaukee and a wrecking train 
from Green Bay were hurried to the 
scene of the wreck and cleared tracks of 
debris in several hours. 


Division Supt- E. X. Hastings states 


that the freight tni» left this city in 
time to reach Hilbert Junction before 
No. 2 passenger was due here, but was 
delayed and when a mile and a half from 
Hilbert the engine was detached, going 
on to Hilbert to take on water and lev- 
ing the cars on the track.

Mutual Benefit Life, answering the re- 
cent letter of Insurance Commissioner

OAT YIELD IS VERY "POOR 


Corn Will to'me Out Ordinary if Weath- 


er is Favorable—Beet Sugar Acreage 


is Large—There is Considerable Barley 


—-Some Good Results Obtained From 
Experiments Carried-on for Eradicat- 


ing Weeds. 


MADISON, Sept, 27—"The oat erop is 


Ihe poorest in twenty-five years; the 
lorn crop is but ordinary and will prob- 
»bly fall below last year's yield; bar-'. 
ley grown from select seed is way above 
the average and the sugar beet crop in 
still developing rapidly." 


This is the way l>rof. R. A. Moore, 


head of the department of agronomy, 
»ums up the crop outlook for the pres- 
ent year. He has just returned to Mudi- 
•on after being absent nearly all sum- 
mer on visits to nearly every section 
and locality of the state. 


Wet Weather Hurts Oats. 


"The oat crop is very poor," continued 


Mr. Moore. "On the basis of 100 we 
haven't a 00 per cent crop this year. 
The- average this year is between 22 and 
E3 bushels to the acre as ugainst 25 last 
y«ar. This WUH due largely to thu lntc- 
nesB of the spring 
mid 
the 
umiMial 


amount of wet weather. 


"Th'j corn crop is but ordinary and I 


think with even the most auspicious 
weather, it' will fall below last year1 
yield. The reports from all sections of 
the state indicate this to be true. Where 
there 
is 
a crop of corn 
this 
year, 


that was planted early, it is good, but 
there is much of U so late. 


"On the whole the. com crop of the 


ntato hn.8 been gaining in average in re- 
cent yearn. We lire working hard te get 
the fanners of the state to use corn Uut 
is climfttiml to Wisconsin. 


Corn Yield Increasing. 


"Two years ago the average yield of 


corn shelled in Wisconsin was 27 bushels 
to tho acre; last year it was 41 and I 
know that the corn climatized to Wis- 
consin, grown on the university farm 
thin year, will average 7S bushels shelled 
to the acre. 


"The next few years will see u con- 


siderable increase iu the number of bush- 
els of corn grown in the state. At the 
present time there are perhaps 200 varie- 
ties of mongrel corn grown in this state. 
As soon on the farmers give up raising 
this corn and adopt "Number 7," there 
•will be a decided increase. 1 figure it 
will be two years hence before the state 
•will be freed of its mongrel corn, how- 
ever. 


. ... Sub-Stations in North 
"During the p;ist few years the peo- 


ple of northern Wisconsin thought too 
mucli attention was paid to conditions 
of farms and crops iu southern Wiscon- 
sin, So we have established farms, or 
sub-station at Ashland, Iron River aud 
Superior to study conditions. We_ are 
getting good re»ults and the corn aud 
other crops in. thut vicinity will be ex- 
ceptionally good this year. 


"The barley crop is good. The yield 


of barley will probably be above the av- 
erage. About nine years ago we asked 
the farmers of the state to sow a certain 
king of barley as it was best suited for 
Wisconsin. Good results have been ob- 
tained and I believe that 1,500,000 bush- 
els of this one kind have been grown in 
Wisconsin alone this year. 
I cannot say 


this yield will exceed last year's crop. 
That was exceptional, but on the whole 
it can bo stated safely that the crop is 
good. 


Beet Crop Delayed. 


"The growth of sugar beets has been 


somewhat delayed, but they uro develop- 
ing rapidly now-and I look for a, very 
good crop. I cannot say at the present 
time what the average yield will amount 
to." 


Prof. Mooro has been carrying on ex- 


periments during the summer as to the 
best method of eradicating weeds from 
crops, principally 
small 
grains. Some 


good 
results have been obtained 
and 


there is an indication that the experi- 
ment now under way will in time attract 
national attention. 


To Kill Canadian Thistle. 


"Last summer we made experiments) 


Upon wild mustard.and found by spray 
Jng the grain with a certain solution 
these weeds, mustard, rag weed, etc. 
were killed and the grain remained un 
harmed," declared Prof. Moore. "Thi? 
year wo hove been making experiments 
along the same line, but more particular 
ly ae to how Canada, thistle can be erad 
icjited. This weed has given the farm 
er» of this state great trouble and ir 
the early spring we will go on with oui 
experiments. It is too early to forecast 
what the results of this work will be 
but the outlook is certainly promising.

the state will soon develop into a "trust" 
hat will drive independent dealers and 
middlemen out of 
business. 
Having 


Accomplished its purpose of raising the 
price of cotton, which has more than 
doubled since the union cnmc into ex- 
istence, the organization is now rapidly 
developing into a community movement 
that will supply the members with prac- 
tically every need. 
Already the union 


has arranged to establish a life insur- 
ance for the benefit of its 65,000 adher- 
ents, and policies will be written for 
each in sums not exceeding $1,000, A 
central market agency is now in opera- 
tion, but at present supplies it» members 
with only the necessities of life. Flour, 
meat and other food stuffs are being 
shipped direct from jobbers and manu- 
facturers having contracts with the un- 
ion, 
thus cutting off the profit which 


formerly went to the retailers. It is 
stated that this plan will soon be ex- 
tended to include luxuries as well as nec- 
essities, and that within a few months 
Mississippi farmers will be buying ev- 
crythng they eat, use and wear through 
the purchasing agency of the "farmers' 
trust." A fire insurance company con- 
trolled by the members of the union 
has been in existence several months 
and has placed a large volume of. bus- 
iness.

Fish'in Inclosed Waters: .Many, not

Electric Photographs.

As a rule they have been small 
and show a large percentage of undesir- 
able stock. This is" especially true in 
the west, where they have suffered from 
wet and cold weather in the spring. The

report them as green and still growing. 
Prices, according to the report, are rul- 
ing about lOc a bushel higher than last 
year.

Tourist Business Rather Helped by Strin- 


gent • Auto. Regulations. 


The specially severe ordinances for tha 


control of automobiling which have re- 
cently, been enacted in,Switzerland causr 
'ed, it appears, no small dismay among' 
hotel and boarding house keepers, who 
feared that the wealthiest tourists would 
.be kept out of the country and a. lean 
summer season would be the result. Un- 
official^ figures compiled at Beme indi- 
cate, however, that this was wholly un- 
founded. 


It is said that the season has been by 


far the most profitable that the moun- 
tain region has ever known. It is calcu- 
lated that the amount gathered in by the 
hotels and pensions amounted to more 
than 60,000,000 marks, or about $15,000,- 
000. 
' In addition, the earnings of the rail- 


roads and lake steamboats from the tour- 
ist travel exceeded 20,000,000 marks, or 
$5,000,000. Xo estimate can be made of 
the amount left behind by visitors in the 
shape of tips, fees to guides, hire of 
horses and carriages and for purchases 
of all sorts, but it would foot up several 
million marks. 


The people who cater to tourists are- 


now. taking the ground that the exclus- 
ion of automobiles to a considerable ex- 
tent is a positive attraction to summer- 
ers who do not own machines. Tales are 
reaching them of the annoyances caused 
by dust and noise and danger to the vis- 
itors to resorts on the

const and they are promising themselves 
even a more prosperous season next year 
than this.

The 
town appealed from the decision of the 
county board of last year which fixed the 
value of its taxable, property connider- 
nbly higher than that of the town of Jit, 
Pleasant. The matter, wa* taken up by 
the commission and a hearing had.

Caledonia assisted hy Attor- 


ney Henry Smicding. received the de- 
cision of the commission which orders a 
review, sustaining the appeal made by 
the taxpayers of Caledonia. The decis- 
ion which hns been awaited with con- 
siderable interest by every taxpayer in 
the county i» short, but to the point. 


Commission to Fix Value. 


The members of the state commission 


will do the .work and will have as many 
assistants as will be found necessary. 
The decision handed down today reads 
as follows: 


"The state board of assessment 
has 


ror.in to the conclusion from the facts 
presented on the hearing, that the appeal 
of the town of Caledonia, from the de- 
termination of the county board of Ra- 
cine county in 1006, >hould be sustained, 
and that a review and ^determination 
of tin- values of properties in each as- 
sessment district .-bould be made pursu- 
ant to Chapter 474 of the laws of li)0."l. 


"The board 
will make the order for 


the review sad redeterminntion at an 
early rinte, and appoint such assistants 
as are deemed necessary to assist the 
board in the work."

Several affidavits were pre- 
sented to the board, the members of the 
committee on equalization .-fating in the 
documents that siu-h were the facts.

was a^.-o .-hown that the board merely 
adopted the table 
for 
1004. Evidence 


produced at the hearing showed that the 
\alue of the taxable property 
in 
the 


town of Mt. PlcaaKiU was placed by the 
ii!--c«or for that town at ftiOO.imo higher j 
than that in the town of Caledonia and' 
Unit the assessor in .Mt. Pleasant 
was 


more lenient than the Caledonia asses- 
sor. 
The evidence at this hearing show- 


ed that the value of the property in the 
town of Jit. Pleasant was fully a million 
dollars more than in Caledonia. 


Assessment Figure Higher. 


In the face of all the 
above 
facts 


shown at the hearing the equalisation 
committee of the county board submit- 
ted to the board its report last Decem- 
ber a greater valuation 
for Caledonia 


than for Jit. Pleasant. This report was 
adopted by the board and 
the 
towns 


were assessed on that basis in that year. 
The valuation of aJl taxable property iu 
the town of Jit. Pleasant was fixed by 
the hoard at Sl',282,350 and that of Cal- 
edonia at $1,283,U10. An attempt 
was 


made at that time to have the, hoard re- 
consider its action, but no audi action 
was taken and the appeal to the state 
tax cominLssiou resulted. 
This decision 


will bring the. commission and its nfsis- 
t.ints here and tho work will all have to 
he do:n> over. 
It is expected that this

Midwivee and Undertakers 
Obliged 
to 


File Names After Oct. i. 


That birth certificates made, out by 


them mny be accepted by the health de- 
partment after October 1, all physicians, 
midwives and undertakers must register 
their names, occupations nnd addresses 
with the state health department before 
that date. 


The new law governing the registra- 


tion of vital statistics will become effec- 
tive on October 1. Its purpose, as de- 
termined by the legislature, is to pro- 
vide a uniform system of keeping vital 
ptutistios throughout the state. 
Physi- 


cians, midwives and undertakers will be 
supplied with the necessury stationery 
on which to make their reports. 


No birth or denth certificate will be 


accepted by the health department un- 
less issued on the blanks provided. A 
penalty is provided for neglect lo do this. 


Tl is important thnt all persons inter- 


ested do not neglect to register at the 
health office before October 1. That the 
new system of registering statistics may 
be commenced immediately, it is neccs- 
pnry that all birth nnd denth certificates 
niter October 1 be properly made out. 


BOY IS KILLED BY AQTO. 


Wealthy Woman Drags Body From in 


Under Machine. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 24.—Joseph Ileirlihy. 


12 vears old, was run down and killed 
lust night by a heavy touring car driv- 
en by Wallace G. Clark, the millionare 
clubman and real estate dealer. 


Mrs. Clark, one of the most, beautiful 


women of the south side, was with her 
husband and got out in the pouring rain 
to help pull the mangled body from un- 
der the big machine. 


The police did not. hold Clark, as they 


considered the killing to bo purely an 
MCiflcnt.
